The  leading 
facts  and  arguments  arc  alone  sutlicicntto  guide 
the  inquirer  to  the  truth — these  alone  are  abund¬ 
antly  able  to  resolve  all  reasonable  doubts,  and 
to  satisfy  every  candid  enquirer. 

Most  earnestly  then,  shall  1  ever  contend 
that  expediency  reaches  not  to  the  real  merits 
of  the  discussion,  upon  which  some  vainly  im¬ 
agine  that  it  is  conclusive.  If  I  might  be  suf¬ 
fered  to  guide  one  as  far  as  facts  and  truth, 
sustained  by  fair  and  competent  evidence, 
would  lead  him  ;  most  freely,  in  minor  and 
subordinate  matters,  would  1  yield  him  to  the 
uncertain  guidance  of  mere  expediency. — 
Through  even  tliese  less  certain  and  important 
paths,  be  might  often  need  a  better  guide  ;  but 
there,  upon  the  whole,  expediency  is  confined 
to  its  native  precincts,  and  though,  under  her 
guidance,  one  might  sometimes  go  wrong,  he 
could  not  essentially  or  fatally  err. 

Of  course  I  cannot  be  supposed  to  have 
written  for  those  who  arc  perfectly  satisfied  with 
the  Polity  of  the  Church  in  which  they  were 
educated.  They  will  never  trouble  themselves 
to  read  arguments,  or  listen  to  protestations. — 
But  these  miscellaneous  remarks  may  possibly 
serve  to  clear  the  vision  of  some,  who,  having 
begun  to  inquire  into  these  subjects,  have  had 
the  dust  of  expediency  thrown  into  their  eyes.

Weare,  too, 
was  a  gambler,  and  was  known  to  have  always 
about  him  a  large  sum  of  money.  These,  with

mediately  set  off  in  a  post  chaise  for  Watford, 
about  sixteen  miles  from  London.  The  gig,  in

When  you  bring  the 
families  in  your  parishes  thus  to  spend  the  day 
and  close  it  with  prayer,  you  may  with  great  j(jv 
conclude  that  it  is  emphatically  a  heavenly  day 
“  To  the  children  of  yoiir  flocks.  I  must  en¬ 
join  your  particular  attention.  It  was  marked 
out  in  prophecy  as  a  distinguishing  chararterb. 
tic  of  our  Divine  Master  in  his  capacity  of  , 
spiritual  shepherd,  that  he  would  gather  il„ 
lambs  ‘  in  his  arm,  and  carry  them  in  his  b) 
som.’ 

“  It  is  not. expected,  that  you  can  tench  the 
children  of  your  flocks  the  catechism,  hut  yi,<! 
must  from  tunc  to  lime  inquire  whether 
are  taught  ;  and  it  is  your  duty  to  oxpljii, 
the  catechism  to  them  and  instruct  them  ir. 
the  principles  of  religion  and  in  the  duties  ofi 
Christian  life.  There  is  a  spiritual  discipln.^ 
which  must  be  applied  to  the  members  of  even 
flock  to  promote  tbeir  growth  in  grace.  Tbt 
obligations  of  their  parents  and  sponsor* 
you  must  frequently  illustrate  and  enforce.— 
You  must  carefully  prepare  them  for  confirma¬ 
tion,  and  when  confirmed  you  must  draw  tliei 
up  to  the  holy  altar,  to  receive  the  full  measure 
of  grace,  conveyed  to  the  Christian  family  l>i 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  supper. 

I  “  This  course  of  duty  ;  this  routine  of  hi 
vice,  I  am  well  aware,  will  require  a  compltii 
devotion  of  your  time  and  your  powers  to  vou; 
holy  calling.  And  this  is  the  very  tllin'^ 
which  your  obligations  and  the  obligations  oi 
I  your  people  demand.  While  they  arc  requirco 
I  to  minister  to  you  in  temporal  things,  you  ar< 
expected  to  apply  all  your  time  and  all  your  1. 
hour  to  advance  their  spiritual  welfare.” 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  ai 
carried  in  the  convention,  and  is  such  an  o; 
as  we  should  like  to  see  every  where  inlioii 
ced  and  carried  into  effect : 

“  Itesolred,  That  this  Convention  being  deep¬ 
ly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  Missionar* 
labours,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  with  a  vies 
to  diifuse  a  proper  understanding  of  the  subjec' 
and  to  awaken  among  the  people  a  love  an, 
zeal  for  missions,  do  recommend  to  the  Clcrjri 
of  the  diocese  to  read  before  tlicir  people  at  sta¬ 
ted  periods,  at  least  once  every  three  monib 
such  an  abstract  of  missionary  information, 
they  may  deem  conducive  to  those  objects." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Staff 
of  the  Church  presents  an  encouraging  view 
of  the  spiritual  condition  and  prospects  of  tb 
Diocese,  but  our  limits  preclude  us  at  presdr 
from  entering  into  the  details.
